This invention relates to a folding stay for folding tobies, forms and the 
* like, of the kind eomprising jointe«l tors orerbrpplng at their ends and adapted 
to I>e held ri^iil relatively to one another by means of a hiding deeve. 
The invention consists in an improved cimstmction comprising bars in - • * 

10 slightly <Ui{erent veHical planes and hiugbd together by a rivet which forms a 
9tO(> against movement of the sleeve, the bars teing of the fall thickness at the . 
position where they are entered by the rivet, one of said bius liaving a piti- 
jecting flange or lip at its extreme end adapted to engage a checke<1 portion iH 
the other bar at some dist-anee from its end* so as to assist in keeping the joint 
ri^d. 

Tig. 1 of the aecompanyinc drawings shows the stay in unlocke<l position^ 
and Fig. 2 shows the same in locked position. 
As shown, the stay comprises two bars a and b overlapping at their ends and 
. jointed together by ni«ins of a rivet tf. 

20 Xhe bar a ha& a j^rojecriing flange or lip d adapted to engage the ebockod 
portion e in the bar o. 
A sliding sleeve / serves to bold the memliers a ami '1^ rigid relatively to one 
. another tirhen moved along to cover the overlapping ends of said bars. 
The rivet e forms a stop for said sleeve. 
25 On the ends of said bars are riveted iron knees bored and connter-flnnk for 
screw nails^ one knee made to fix on the bottom rail of the taUe leg and the 
other made to fix on the centre bar of the table top. Thus, when the sleeve is 
drawn back to expose the overlapping ends of the bars a and h, the b:irs may 
be tnmiHl on the ninge fnoneil by the. rivet « so as to bring the table leg haxvl 
.30 nndemea<h the table top, in a manner well known. 

Ilaving now ^uirticularly described and ascertained the natnro qf my said 
invention, and in vihat manner the same is to be p^orraed, I deolare that what 
£ claim is: — 

The hereindescribe<)> folding stay for folding^ tables, forms and the like, 
35 comprising two bars (/% and a) in different vertical planes and overlapping at 
their ends, und jointeil by nte:ms of a rivet (0), the bars facing of the full 
thickness at (he position where they are entered by the rivet, one of saicl bars 
having a projecting flange or lip at its extreme end adapted to engage a'cluecked
